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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hata et 
al. (5,878,393). 

As to claim 1, Hata teaches a method for converting text into a concatenated 
voice by utilizing a digital dictionary of sampled sounds that have been recorded and 
stored in advance, the dictionary including speech items (phonemes, words) where for 
each speech item a plurality of "inflection" are stored (three different inflections for each 
speech item in the dictioary are stored in Hata) by establishing multiple/different 
recordings representing a plurality of inflection for each word/sample in the dictionary 
(Col. 4, lines 27-35) that represent various position for each inflection (phonological 
position) with respect to combining it with the adjacent speech items(Col.4, lines 37- 
55); and the method including the step of selecting the appropriate "inflection" and 
concatenating the speech items by employing the selected inflection for playing back 
the text (Col.6, lines 45-54). 
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As to claims 2-4, Hata teaches where the different inflection stored for a each 
speech item also takes into consideration the pronunciation based on the adjacent 
speech item (Col. 5, lines 15-30). 

As to claim 5-8, Hata teaches where all the beginning and the ending 'sounds' of 
the speech items in the word entries adjacent to the speech item are examined for 
selecting the proper inflection (Col. 6, lines 30-42). 

Claim 9-16 are analogous to claims 1-8 and are rejected for the fore going 
reasons by Hata.
